Charging the Alabama Power com­ 
pany was a British corporation with 
a monopoly on power in the south, 
i epresontntive 
Madden 
(Rep., ill.) 
declared the 
company had made a 
"film-flam fertilizer offer only in order 
to get this power.” 
In contrast, he 
said, H enry Ford said he only wanted 
Muscle Shoals to make fertilizer. 
Representative Burton 
(Rep.. O.) 
then

against the Ford offer, asserting that 
settled policy of government would 
be

by accepting

which he described as “ utterly inade­

Burton declared it would be

take over Muscle Shoals without sub­ 
jecting him to the same restrictions.

Burton contended that the farmers 
of the country were by no means a 
unit in favor of the Ford offer, de­ 
spite claims to that effect.

the nation.” 
Chairman Snell of the rules com­ 
mittee lined up with those opposed 
to the Ford bid.

Friends of the McKenzie bill, pro­ 
viding for acceptance of Ford’s offer, 
say the big private power companies 
fear Ford will demonstrate that pow­ 
er can be made at less than half the 
present price, if Ford gets the plant. 
They insist the bill must go through

For fifty years, children playing on 
the sand beaches of the Ark ansas riv er 
in Wichita. Kans., hav e been finding 
p retty pebbles to play wfch, without 
k nowing that what they found were 
the identical k ind of stones which 
excited the cupidity of Coronado and 
which 
sent 
him 
northeast 
through 
Kansas in 1541 in quest of the fabled 
city of Quiv ira. 
And in v iew of sur­ 
prising 
discov eries 
made 
public 
by 
jewelers,, p erhaps Quiv ira was not so 
fabled after all. 
„ 
In recent week s work men employed 
by a jewelry company hav e pick ed up 
some of these pebbles which the chil­ 
dren played with, polished them and 
cut them in their laboratory. 
Last 
week they placed In their show win­ 
dows an assortment of dark and white 
topaz, black onyx, jasper, agate, blood­ 
stone, moonstone and tiger eye. 
Re­ 
cently these hav e been in the display 
cases with other semi-precious stones 
and customers hav e been buying them 
in preference to the imported stones 
because they seem to be the equal in 
ev ery way of stones imported from Cal­ 
ifornia, Colorado, Arizona, Brazil or 
India. 
Made Coronado Envious. 
Historians tell that in 1540 while 
Coronado was gov ernor /of New Mex­ 
ico, men of his retinue brought before 
him semi-precious stones, which up to 
that time were supposed to exist only 
in India, Brazil, Mexico, Peru, and 
from a trap hill near Idar on the 
Rhine. 
Indians Informed the Sp an­ 
iards that these precious or semi-pre­ 
cious stones came from across the 
plains to the northeast. 
An Indian 
slav e, called the Turk , who had been 
captured in a tribal war, was brought 
from the city of Oicuye to the gov ­ 
ernor at Tiguex where he was shown 
the stones. 
The Turk shrugged his 
shoulders and said that in the city 
of his fathers, which is Quiv ira across 
the plains, such stones are in such 
abundance that none troubled to bend 
the back to pick them up. 
The Turk 
readily agreed, when offered his free­ 
dom in exchange, to lead the Sp aniards 
to Quiv ira where he said the lordly 
chieftains did not deign to touch gold 
because It was so common. 
And so 
on April 23, 1541, the Expedition set 
forth. 
It is supposed that Coronado 
(Tossed most of Kansas, but the Turk , 
who was unfamiliar with the plains 
failed to lead the Spaniards to bis 
home. 
At last they banged him and 
returned to New Mexico. 


Playthings for Children. 
For three hundred years the Valley 
of the Ark ansas no longer heard the 
v oice of the white man. 
Then came 
the Santa Fe Trail and later the set­ 
tlers with their children who played 
on the sandy beaches of the Ark ansas 
and pick ed up pebbles. 
Some of these 
pebbles were of pearly opaline luster, 
but the children k new not they had 
found moonstones. 
And at times they 
found stones of green chalcedony sp rin­ 
k led with red jasp er, but the children 
k now not they wore playing with blood- 
- ones. 
Many other p retty stones they 
found, hut they were only for play, 
i'heir parents were too busy with their 
work to bother about the stones, and 
after they had made money from the 
growing of wheat and cattle and hogs, 
they bought imported moonstones and 
topaz and bloodstones and all the rest, 
little k nowing that in their play yard 
at home their children were wealthy 
in just such stones. 
“But the facts are the stones here 
in the Ark ansas benches are ev ery hit 
the equal of those we buy in California 
or anywhere else,” said R. M. Ship­ 
ley. 
"The hardness of these stones 
ranges from 8*4 down to 
while the 
diamond, which 
Is the standard 
is 
rated at 10. 
“These stones were formed under 
great pressure down deep in tin* earth. 
With the upheav al of the mountains 
they 
were brought 
to the surface. 
Howev er, It is hard to find them on 
• ■ 
surface. 
Usually they are found 
when 
the 
w ater 
has 
made 
a 
cut 
through the rock s. The Ark ansas riv er 
heads on the Continental Div ide and 
there it has been cutting into beds of 
these stones for centuries and bringing 
them down the stream."
